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I claim: 

1) A travel bag comprising: j 
.barber, and 1 
a bag member, 

said base member being formed of rigid material to comprise a bottom, back and 
side portions each coupled to the other at curved joints to form a partially enclosed space 
operable to receive therein, 

said bag member being formed of flexible durable material to comprise a top, 
bottom and body section, the body section being formed of a single piece of material 
having two mating edges, the material arranged about a longitudinal axis, one mating edge 
of the single piece of material being joined to the second mating edge to form a generally 
cylindrical shape, the top being arranged in a plane substantially perpendicular to a cylinder 
axis further being affixed to the body, the bottom similarly being arranged in a plane 
substantially perpendicular to the cylinder axis being affixed to the body to form an 
enclosure, said bag member being affixed to said base member. 

2) A travel bag of claim 1, further comprising: 

webbing reinforcement, the webbing being affixed to said bag member and further 
affixed to said base member whereby tension and tearing forces are transmitted from said 
bag member to said base member and are resisted by said webbing. 

3) A travel bag of claim 2, 

said webbing arranged in two configurations, a first configuration being along a 
longitudinal direction from said bag top section to said bag bottom section, a second 
configuration being a closed loop about the circumference of the bag. 

4) A travel bag of claim 3, 

said webbing being formed of seven pieces, four longitudinal pieces and three 
circumferal pieces, two of the longitudinal pieces being affixed to one or either side of the

mating edges which form a bag opening at a front side, and two of the longitudinal pieces 
affixed to a back side of said bag, the three circumferal pieces being affixed to said bag in 
three difference planes perpendicular to the axis. 

5) A travel bag of claim 4 comprising an additional piece of webbing having two ends 
affixed to the top section of the bag and a midsection not attached to the top to form a 
handle, said handle operable for being easily grabbed by a human hand. 

6) A travel bag of claim 5, said two longitudinal pieces of webbing affixed to said 
backside being joined together to form a loop at the top of the bag, whereby pulling on 
said handle transmits tension forces along longitudinal webbing pieces. 

7) A travel bag of claim 4, 

further comprising rivet fasteners arranged to bind said webbing to said bag and to 
said base member. 

8) A travel bag of claim 4, further comprising an accessory pocket comprised of a 
single layer top in a pleated configuration having four edges which substantially form a 
rectangular periphery affixed to the exterior of said bag, said four edges being affixed flush 
to the exterior surface of the bag member. 

9) A travel bag of claim 8, whereby two of the four edges of the pocket are affixed to 
two circumferal webbing pieces whereby the webbing reinforces and holds the pocket 
edges flush to the bag member's exterior. 

10) A travel bag of claim 9, further comprising a second pocket symmetrically 
positioned about the bag opening whereby a travel bag having loaded pockets is balanced 
with respect to weight and bulk. 
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1 1) A travel bag of claim 4, further comprising a 'D'-ring affixed to the top section 
adjacent to the bag opening whereby a garment bag may be easily fastened thereto. 

12) A travel bag of claim 1, said base member further comprising two wheels arranged 
about a transverse axis along a joint of the bottom and back portions whereby the base 
member and all parts of it may freely roll over a substantially flat floor when encouraged to 
do so with no part of the base touching the floor save the wheels. 

13) A travel bag of claim 12, said bottom additionally comprising a standing element, 
said standing element disposed on the bottom portion of said base displaced away from 
said transverse axis to cooperate with said wheels to form a three point stand on which the 
bag may be set in an upright position whereby the bag would resist rolling due to friction 
on the floor from the standing element. 

14) A travel bag of claim 12, further comprising wheel wells which are integrally 
formed into said base member. 

15) A travel bag of claim 14, further comprising wheel wells which are coupled to 
reinforcement ribs on the back of said base member. 

16) A travel bag of claim 12, further comprising relief pattern indicia integrally formed 
into said base member. 

17) A travel bag of claim 12, further comprising reinforcement ribs integrally formed 
into said base member. 

18) A travel bag of claim 12, said base member further comprising a continuous 
peripheral lip which is smooth and everywhere continuous without corners or cusps.
